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_GCS Considers Machine Bookkeeping 
System; Personnel Policies Revised

Walter Bierwagen, smiling and 
happy after his trip with President 
Truman, opened the GCS beard 
mecting last Friday at Takoma 
Park. On hand to welcome him 
back were board members Walter, 
Schwimer, Solomon, Lewis, Dav- 
idson and Zubkoff; also present 
were two members of the audit 
committee, Mrs. Carnie Harper 
and Ben Rosenzweig. 


Proposed for action by the board 
was an item of $5600 for a book- 
keeping machine; establishment of 
a new line of credit for $50,000; 
changes in personnel policy for 
union employees and a Christmas 
party for the employees, 

Manager Ashelman accepted Sol- 
omon’s obection to an ad on credit 
coupons which appeared in last 
week’s Co-op throwaway. Solomon 
took issue with the lack of infor- 
mation on the cost to the people 
purchasing books, As explained by 
Ashelman, the Suburban bank or 
the credit union will sell to people 
a book of coupons worth $100 of 
merchandise at Co-op stores, 
charging a fixed rate of interest 
an immediately turning over to 

GCS $100. Persons purchasing will 
then have one year in which to 
pay back their loan. 

A memorandum wes read from 
GCS Comptroller Bob Morrow in 
which GCS’ auditor, Louis Eng- 
lander, suggested that the Co-op 
was now ready for pnookkeeping 
machines and could save money by 
installing some, Morrow 
ed savings of $2700 over present 
costs in keeping stock sales and 
payroll records. The board unani- 
mously passed a resolution in- 
structing management to purchase 
$5600 National Cash Register ma- 
chine with option to change its 
mind six months from now. 

At the treasurer’s request, the 
board voted unanimously to es- 
tablish a new line of credit for 
$50,000 for a period of six months 
at an interest rate of 414 percent. 
This now makes a total of $100,000 
if needed. The manager, in order 
to use this credit, must tell the 
board if time allows, otherwise he 
will get in touch with the treasurer. 

Board and management are both 
investigating group pension plans 
for GCS employees. 

Rosenzweig reported to the board 
on his and Solomon’s checking of 
a physical inventory in one store. 
Both checked behind employes to 
determine if a reliable inventory

Comings Resigns From Council: 
Dogban Under Consideration 


Steve Comings has resigned from 
the city council, the effective date 
to take place at the time of his 
moving from Greenbelt to his new 
home in University Park about 
December 15. He submitted his 
resignation at last Monday’s city 
council meeting. Members of the 
council prevailed upon Comings to 
stay until the proposed budget for 
next. year could be examined and 
considered in order to take ad- 
vantage of his knowledge and ex- 
perience in budget matters. 

Comings led a movement in town 
last summer to oppose the sale of 
Greenbelt to the Greenbelt Vet- 
erans Housing Corporation and 
was the victim of an “illegal” 
meeting called by GVHC to con- 
sider the purchase of Greenbelt 
homes under special conditions. 
(Following the council meeting, 
Comings frankly admitted his 
move from Greenbelt stems from 
“general dissatisfaction” with 
GVHC board policies and his even- 
tual withdrawal from that organi- 
zation. He still loves Greenbelt, 
he declared, and may return when 
new development takes place and 
he can own his own home outright. 
He expressed disappointment in 
the support he received from those 
residents sympathetic to his view- 
point on purchasing Greenbelt 
homes.) 

Comings’ reisgnation leaves a 
9-month period to be filled by an- 
other councilman. The.new mem-~ 
ber of the council is elected by the 
remaining council members from a

Dog Ordinance Soon 

At the suggestion of Matthew 
Fontaine, resident, the council will 
consider a move to outlaw the 
keeping of dogs in Greenbelt. City 
manager Charles T. McDonald 
was instructed by the council to 
prepare an ordinance to that effect 
for consideration at the next coun- 


cil meeting scheduled for Novem-: 


ber 24. At present keeping dogs in 
Greenbelt homes (except for ten 
privately-owned homes in Park- 
belt) is a violation of the lease 
with the federal government, Ac- 
cording to city law, dogs may be 
kept if properly leashed, muzzled 
and in the care of a responsible 
person, 

GQVHC has no provision in its by- 
laws against the keeping of pets. 
McDonald stated the keeping of 
pets may be a violation of public 
health ordinances. Mayor Frank 
Lastner declared that Greenbelt 
homes are not suited for the own- 
ership of dogs. Yards are not 
fenced, and the close proximity of 
homes may make dogs a nuisance. 
The large population of children 
in Greenbelt make the presence 
of many dogs in the city a men- 
ace to health and safety, he added. 

2-Way Radio Voted 

An appropriation of $3000 for a 
two-way radio system for the po- 
lice department was passed by the 
council. The money comes from 
interest accrued on investments of 
funds set aside for replacement 
and repair of equipment. Only 
Comings voted against the meas- 
ure; he stated the money involved 
represented a “rainy day” fund 
that could be used for some ilem 
of greater importance and need at 
a future time. One citizen felt that 
the county radio control board 
needed. expanding and that we 
were not getting proper service 
from the county. 

McDonald and Lastner empha- 
sized the inadequacy of the pres- 
ent equipment and service from
